Grants of Laud for Lumbering Purposes 
Of (1,0 importance of the object souglit lo 
bo atlainfld by Dr. TolRiie;imtbo resolntioii 
brought by him lo the n'otloo'of the House 
of Asienibly, the other day—" that his E.\- 
cell^iicy tbe Governor be respcotfully solic- 
ite<i to order that grants of limbored lands 
be 'Hade to parties oslablisliing sawmills 
thereon,''— no one can entertain a shadow of 
donbt, Ji must be a source of regret to every 
tns" who lias the good of lliis country al 
heart (|,at such vast resources as wo possess 
should bo so entirely undeveloped. When 
\ie look abroad and compare onr condition 
witl' that 0^ other new countries that have 
eipergod fronn astatc similar to our own, and 
are now reaping the rewani of ilieir produc- 
tio08, we are struck with the vasiness of the 
fielJ that opens before us, and at how little 
■we huvo as yet done lo render it productive. 
Tho (natc'''! of wcaiti: we have in abun- 
dance. No country has it more easily ac- 
cessible, ^till we might as well not have 
it, f°r all 'be use we- make of it. Not to 
spflsk of our . minerals, what room is there 
not for the profitable employment of capital 
in our fur trade, fisheries, and the lum- 
bering business ! Why need ihi;re be 
any mnn unemployed in this Colony 
when there i.s so much for human 
labof to do? Yet our vast forests of some 
of the linesl timber in the world still bull 
the istand round. Instead of the ringing a.vo 
of tbe woodsman, the primeval solitude of 
nature is, w""h few e.xoeplions, a'l wo meet. 
Th0 ^hole west coast of the island still re- 
mains untouched by the hand of civilization. 
The land covered with timbiir and the wator,-^ 
teepiiog witli fish invito the invesMTiLTit of 
capi'sl. Employment for ihou.samls could 
thus bo had, and the whole of that vast reg- 
ion lined with a chain of .settlements — the 
hives of Industry. There is no ipiestion ns 
to tbe possibility cf such a change being 
Wrought witb a profit to all, both private and 
public The vast quantity of lumber rannu- 
factiired in our neighborhood by tho mills 
on tbfl other side of the Sound, and even our 
own '*lanil' "t the Alberni millH, the ready 
sale ond good prices it always commands, 
tho nuiiibcr of men employotl, the shipping 
eni'ng^d, the inlluence it e.xeici.'ies in at- 
tracting foreign commerce, prove this be- 
■vond & doubt. If we would learn how vast 
and imporiant a business to the country 
lumbering roay become, we have_only to 
take & glance at what has been done 
in other timber countries in Eastern Ameri- 
ca in Canada for instance. In l8o-2 the 

tho ti'^'ber exported was valued at S'l.TyS,- 
563, fid in 1839, S12,080, 050 ; besides this j 
there *as, of course, an ininicnse amount | 
consumed at home. Those concernoii in the 
business on tbe Ottawa river and its tribu- | 
tarios alor.o amount in nurober.to more than I 
30.000. Nov.', thore is no rea«on why our 
lumber trad^ should not iti time become 
quite as largo as that' of Canada. We have 
all the timber necessary, and far more easily 
accessible by means of our continuous lino 
of harbors, thus requiring but one shipment, 
which Will malte up in a great measure fur 
the difiercnce in freight lo Kuropean mar- 
kets. The superiority of our Dongl.is pine 
for ship-buib'ing purposes will always be a 
BUtficieut inducement for disregarding any 
slight inequality of price between it and 
timber from the Provinces on the Atlantic 
coast, I'ho Governments of France, Spain, 
Sardinia and Holland find it to their advan- 
tage to Cpnie lo this coast — to our American 
neighbors— for supplies fur their dock yards. 
We also shouU bo able to bid fur their cus- 
tom. But we are not confined to Kuropean 
markelS' The whole I'acific coast inus! bo 
supplie'^ from our neighborhood. Even 
now tbo establishment at Barclay Sound 
sends j'« millious of feot to the South Ameri- 
can Republics. China, Australia, and Now 
Zoalon*^ mustalao depend in a great measure 
upon this ^-piartor of the worbl for their himbsr. 
Tho lat'er two countries must be increasing 
in population and po»vcr of consumption. 
Such being the case, every one must concur 
in whal''^er measures may be taken that ivill 
tend to invite men to commence maulacttir- 
ing our raw material anii prepare it for those 
markets- We desire to share in the advan- 
tages to be derived from the trade, and wo 
inUBt endeavor to do ho by every means in 
our poWBr, In our an,>:io'ty, however, to 
give encouragement to tho.-c who .-ue Imuki 
fide desirous of orabarking in the lumber 
manufacture, we must bu carelnl le.it we 
leave ii" opening for mcie speculaiois to ' 
play ih«'^ Rame' 'o t''" detriment of the in- 
terests of tho Colony. Not only should wo 
guard against speculating a» the term is un- 
derstood amongst us, but it is necessary to 
avoid shotting out largo tracts of land from 
iodustrlou* agrio'i'turif's- " "^''^ lumberer
